MEASURE ASKING CONGRESS 
TO GIVE OLD POST OFFICE 
TO NEW CASTLE PRESENTED

WASHINGTON, D. C., Mar. 


30—Senator David Reed today 
introduced into the Senate and 
Representative J. Howard Swick 
presented.,to ..the. House a bill 
which would ''authorize Uncle 
Sam io give New Castle's old 
post office to the city for use 
as a public library. 
Opion within official circles seem- 


ed to differ on the probability of 
having the property donated free 
of cost to the city. At the offices 01 
both Senator Reed and Congress- 
man Swick -it was said .that in sev- 
eral instances the federal govern- 
ment has already given to local gov- 
ernments old federal, buildings for 
public use. Senator Reed some time 
ago gave to the Senate a bill which 
would authorize the government to 
give to the City of AJtoona the old 
federal building there- for use as a 
library. 


Some Opposition 


With Uncle Sam's public works 
division however,' sentiment 'was a 
bit .different. A spokesman stated it 
was not customary for the federal 
government to give away valuable 
buildings, especially in 
times of 


money shortages. He said the Reed- 
Swick bill would be referred to pub- 
lic works officials for recommend- 
ations. 
These officials will then 
make an investigation to determine 
the value of the old federal property 
in New Castle, the possibility of sell- 
ing'it, the price at which it might 
be sold, and whether New Castle 
is unable to buy a new library build- 
ing. 


Before the New Castle post office 


may be given tc New Castle, author- 
ity-for such transfer must be grant- 
ed by both House of Congress and 
signed by tho President.

Star Athlete 


Davis was a star athlete at Peters- 


burg high school. After his gradua- 
tion last year he attended the Un- 
iversity of Alabama. 


Davis met the girl at the close of 
school yesterday and she- drove away 
with him in a borrowed automobile 
on his promise to drive her home. 
The youth instead drove three miles 
south of Petersburg according to 
Sheriff Weathers, and 'there fired a 
bullet through her heart.

at all. It is cruel and unjust to 
men who through no fault of their 
own have seen their savings and 
assets wiped out.

"Under the new orders no man

Expect Projects 
To Be Completed

Method Of Issuing Checks 
Under New Work Plan

START NEW PROGRAM 
DURING COMING W EEK 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, Mar. 30.—Al­ 
though technically not to go out 
of existence until the end of the 
month, the CWA actually ceased 
today and will be succeeded 
Monday by a works relief pro­ 
gram which is still in a chaotic 
financial state. 
Nearly all CWA workers com­ 
pleted their last week’s work yester­ 
day. Over the elongated week-end, 
CWA administrative staffs in every 
county will prepare to inaugurate 
the new program Monday as a works 
relief division of the state relief 
board. 
Thousands of workers on CWA 
payrolls who would not be eligible 
for relief if they were unemployed 
are to be weeded from the projects 
to be continued under the works re­ 
lief program, according to instruc­ 
tions sent out by Eric H. Biddle, 
relief and CWA chief. 
Substitute 
workers will be obtained from relief 
rolls. 
No Payroll Arrangement. 
On the eve of the beginning of 
the new program, the question of 
meeting 
payrolls 
still 
was 
un­ 
answered. The federal relief adm in­ 
istration has promised to finance 
both works and direct relief in the 
state during April with a $10,000,000 
grant but no provision has been ar­ 
ranged satisfactorily to issue pay 
checks. 
State officials contend they are 
unable to add the burden of meet­ 
ing a 150,000 check weekly payroll 
and have asked federal officials to 
continue paying works relief em­ 
ployes as CWA workers were paid, 
by federal check through veterans 
agencies. 
No arrangem ents have 
been decided upon. 
To Determine Projects. 
County adm inistrators of CWA, 
who. will become county heads of the 
works relief division of the relief 
boards, will determine w hat pro­ 
jects to continue next week. It was 
expected here th at practically all 
uncompleted projects will be con­ 
tinued. 
Chiefs of the new setup gathered 
-¿here for an all day round table dis- 
ptussions yesterday and to hear a 
review of the program from Biddle, 
supplementing an outline sent out 
two weeks ago. 
As with CWA, minium work weeks 
will be 24 hours with unskilled 
workers and 30 hours for skilled 
labor. 
In cases where employes 
work less than the required number 
of hours, the minium will be made 
up with food relief. Pay will bet at 
the prevailing community rates as 
fixed by arbitrating boards consist­ 
ing of a representative of organized 
labor, a businessman and a member 
of the county relief board.

LIFE ard death of profound and solemn importance to nine- 
teen centuries of history gave the world no certain dates for 


commemoration. 
But is was fitting that the Easter festival 


should be identified with the resurrection of the year in Chris- 
tian lands, so that the annual miracle of life reborn amid the sad- 
ness and weariness of winter should celebrate the most sacred 
mystery of Christianity. 


The most earnest hunger of the human heart is for assur- 


ance of life beyond death; the riddle that perplexes all man- 
kind is the purpose of life arid the destination of its cares and 
labors and agonies. Today is no different from yesterday in this 
respect; race and religion are superficial differences in the pres- 
ence of this universal need and 
questioning. 
Yet to every 


thoughtful man it is known that death awaits the end of all life, 
and yet life is eternally and miraculously renewed in richness and 
beauty. 
Winter gives way to spring in a perennial parable of 


this drama of death and resurrection, a challenge to those of 
little faith and a comfort and joy to all who cherish in simplicity 
and sincerity the promise of immortality. 


In the shadow of the last hour, the Man of Sorrows said to 


his disciples: "Let not your heart be troubled." Among His last 
words of comfort was the promise renewed with every.cycle of 
the seasons, every commemoration of the dark drama of the 
Crucifixion, every renewal of faith and hope in the heart,of man.

There may be a measure of justice in Dr.'tSprague's complaint. But 


isn't the re:il cause of the conditions against which he protests to be 
found in governmental policies? Business is being put to steadily in- 
creasing cos';ri. Prices, therefore, have to be raised to meet these. Chisel- 
ing and profiteering, natural accompaniments of the new industrial sys- 
tem, have to be watched for alertly if they are to be curbed. 


The uncertainties that mark the recovery plans have a chilling ef- 


fect upon business initiative and enterprise. 


" Business has had and will continue to have many sins to answer 


for, but responsibility for some of its present shortcomings seems to rest 
on Washington.

balanced. Again, we have been assured that genius is akin to madness.

relief from liquor store profits will 
not materialize. 


"Based on present sales," he said, 


"gross profits to May 31, 1935, will 
be $17,000,000, or a net profit of $8,- 
500,000." 


In addition to relief, $4,000,000 has 


been allocated for old age pensions 
and $1,310,000 for blind pensions 
from liquor profits. 


Supporting Baldwin's fears that a 


special session will be necessary, 
State Treasurer Charles A. Waters 
pointed to an ebbing general fund 
balance which he said would be 
down to approximately $5,000,000 at 
the start of April. It,was pointed 
out that most large corporations 
have more than a 55,000,000 balance.

Editor News. 
Dear Sir: 


When all Christendom commemo- 


rates the resurrection of Christ, al- 
ways evokes a flood of joyous emo- 
tion, a revival ol hope, a feelir. that 
life is good, nature is awakening 
from a winter sleep and spring is 
born. It is a time for renewing ties 
of love and friendship. The waxy- j 
white fragrant trumpet shaped Eas- 
ter lily. typefies the' spiritual ob- 
servance of Easter.' White is the 
predominant Easter color,: * sign of 
joy, light and purity. The thought 
of Easter is reminiscent also of bril- 
liant coloring. The greenest grass, 
th,e 'most vividly colored-tullpr; daf- 
fodily azaleas; bright sunshine, Eas- 
ter eggs of varied hue. 


Easter which commemorates the 


central fact of the Christian relig- 
ion, 
was originally a Pagan festival, 


it is surprising to learn. The Teu- 
tonic goddess Ostera i,Vh'o personi- 
fied the East the morning and 
Spring, was worshipped in her sea- 
son. Ostera worship was taken up 
also in England by the Anglo-Saxon 
who spelled the goddess' name Eas- 
tre, after the goddess of Spring. 


Early church authorities were un- 


able to abolish the cslebntion but 
finally succeeded in changing it to 
a Christian festival. 
Many pre- 


Christian customs, survived. 


In times of antiquity the egg was 


considered the symbol of resurrec- 
tion; so the Easter' egg hunt prac- 
tice was early selected as a suitable 
observance. Pagan fires were light- 
ed and dances held depicting man's 
joy at rising sun, and the lengthen- 
ing day, and symbolizing the tri- 
umph of spring freeing the world 
from winter's clutches, 'nit Chris- 
tians changed this to joy at the-res- 
urrectibri of Christ. 


The 'Easter kiss of greeting in 


early times was no doubt the prede- 
cessor, of our later customs.. In 
medieval times, Bishop and other 
church dignitaries in French cathe- 
drals would play a solemn game of 
ball as a most dignified and slight 
unbending to indicate joy at the 
resurrection. 
Serious 
unsmiling 


rythmic dances to: the strains of 
solemn religious music- were also 
performed. In some other countries 
Easter was, an occasion for fairs and 
pleasures, sports, dancing arid song. 


In Constantinople the,Greek col- i 


ony to the present day celebrated 
the festival Joyously in the ceme- 
tery of Pcra. 
Constnntine made 


Easter the first day of the year, and 
it was 1564 before Charles IX of 
France changed New Year's day to 
January 1st. As to the change of 
date for Easter might be well for 
us to know.how and why the date 
was changed. Easter will be the 
first Sunday after the first 
full 


moon after the twenty-first day of 
March. In other words it will not 
be before March 22nd or later than 
April 25th.

flowing hold services mere impres- 
sive and elaborate 'than ever, with 


I special Easter music, great emphasis 
| also is placed on new clothing and 
especially the new Easter bonnets 
for the ladies, flowers, candy, Easter

Merchants in many kinds of 
business will send messages to pa- 
trons and prospective ones and ex- 
tend Easter greetings; the majority, 
however, will be from lovers, sons, 
daughters, mothers and fathers.

Baldwin. He predicted: 


"Right now it looks like we'll have 


to have another session by May 15." 
Just About Exhausted 


He based his statement on the 


fact that relief funds available now 
will be exhausted by mid-April un- 
less additional federal funds are 
forthcoming and on his assertion 
that the $20,000,000 appropriated to 
relief from liquor store profits will 
not' materialize. 
"Based on present sales," he said, 


"gross profits to May 31, 1935, will 
be $n,000,DOO, or a net profit of $8,- 
500,000." 


In addition' to relief, $4,000,000 has 


been allocated for old age pensions 


• and 
$1,310,000 for blind 'pensions 


from liquor profits. 


Supporting Baldwin's fears that a 
special session will be necessary, 
State Treasurer Charles-'A. Waters 
pointed to an ebbing general fund 
balance which he said would be 
down to approximately $5,000,000 at 
.the start of April. It,was pointed 
• out that most large corporations 
have more than a $5,000,000 balance. 
Predictions of another special ses- 


•sion were general 'after the close 
-of the 'last one in December but 
f until the relief plight" became known 
"yesterday virtually all speculation 
lhad halted.

EASTER 
Editor News. 
| Dear Sir : 
! 
When all Christendom commemo­ 
rates the resurrection of Christ, al- 
: ways evokes a flood of joyous emo- 
i tion, a revival of hope, a feelir that 
j ljfe is good, nature is awakening 
! from a winter sleep and spring is 
born. It is a time for renewing ties 
of love and friendship. The waxy- 
white fragrant trumpet vshaped Eas­ 
ter lily typefies the spiritual ob­ 
servance of Easter. 
White is the 
predominant Easter color, a sign of 
joy. light and purity. The thought 
of Easter is reminiscent also of bril­ 
liant coloring. The greenest grass, 
tlje most vividly colored tulip*-, daf­ 
fodils azaleas, bright sunshine, Eas­ 
ter eggs of varied hue. 
Easter which commemorates the 
central fact of the Christian relig­ 
ion, was originally a Pagan festival, 
it is surprising to learn. The Teu­ 
tonic goddess Ostera who personi­ 
fied the East the morning and 
Spring, was worshipped in her sea­ 
son. Ostera worship was taken up 
also in England by the Anglo-Saxon 
who spelled the goddess' name Eas- 
tre. after the goddess of Spring. 
Early church authorities were un­ 
able to abolish the celebration but 
finally succeeded in changing it to 
a Christian festival. 
Many pre- 
Christian customs survived. 
In times of antiquity the egg was 
considered the symbol of resurrec­ 
tion, so the Easter egg hunt prac­ 
tice was early selected as a suitable 
observance. Pagan fires were light­ 
ed and dances held depicting man’s 
joy at rising sun and the lengthen­ 
ing day, and symbolizing the tri­ 
umph of spring freeing the world 
from winter’s clutches, but Chris­ 
tians changed this to joy at the res­ 
urrection of Christ. 
The Easter kiss of greeting in 
early times was no doubt the prede­ 
cessor of our later customs. 
In 
medieval times, Bishop and other 
church dignitaries in French cathe­ 
drals would play a solemn game ot 
ball as a mast dignified and slight 
unbending to indicate joy at the 
resurrection. 
Serious 
unsmiling 
rythmic dances to the strains of 
solemn religious music were also 
performed. In some other countries 
Easter was an occasion for fairs and 
pleasures, sports, dancing and song 
In Constantinople the Greek col- 1 


ony to the present day celebrated 
the festival joyously in the ceme­ 
tery of Pera. 
Constantine made 
Easter the first day of the year, and 
It was 1564 before Charles IX of 
France changed New Year's day to 
January 1st. As to the change of 
date for Easter might be well for 
us to know how and why the date 
was changed. 
Easter will be the 
first Sunday after the first full 
moon after the twenty-first day of 
March. In other words it will not 
be before March 22nd or later than 
April 25th. 
How Easter has changed! 
At 
present, churches packed to over­ 
flowing hold services mere impres­ 
sive and elaborate than ever, with 


special Easter music, great emphasis 
also is placed on new clothing and 
especially the new Easter bonnets 
for the ladies, flowers, candy, Easter 
egg hunt, amusements and greet­ 
ings. 
Merchants in many kinds of 
business will send messages to pa­ 
trons ar.d prospective ones and ex­ 
tend Easter greetings; the majority, 
however, will be from lovers, sons, 
daughters, mothers and fathers. 
Other relatives and friends send­ 
ing messages of love, affection and 
good wishes on this occasion of joy 
and gladness, second only to Christ­ 
mas in the hearts of mankind. 
Easter has renewed our memories 
Oi Christ arisen from the sepulchre 


where he had been interred with his 
head to the West, and accordingly 
| all early Christian cemeteries in 
Europe the graves of the dead were 
orienated head to the West and feet 
to the East. It is aLso believed by 
many in this country the dead so 
buried will arise on the day of res­ 
urrection facing the coming of the 
Lord. Matthew 24:27 says: “For as 
lightning cometh out of the Ea^t, 
and shineth even unto the West, so 
shall the coming of the Son of Man 
be.”

flight from extradition to the 
United Slates, will be held 
aboard his .chartered freighter 
in the harbor here for at least 
48 hours, he was told by Tur- 
kish police today. 
The fugitive American financier 


•will be subjected to interrogation by 
a public prosecutor. Insull, upon be- 
ing told this, collapsed. 
The American ambassador 
In- 


formed International News Service 
that he had formally asked Turkey 
to arrest Insull, and that he was 
awaiting a reply from Angora, the 
capital. 


Watch Maintained 


The aged Ihsull, who yesterday 


felt sure he had staved off extra- 
dition for at least another five or 
six months, was believed by police 
to have contemplated-suicide today 
at the sudden turn of events. A 
special police guard aboard Insull's 
flight ship, the Maiotis, maintained 
a constant watch through his cabin 
•window during the night to prevent 
a suicide attempt. 
The Maiotis was held here under 


a special guard just as she was about 
to sail yesterday into the Black Sea, 
having, formally cleared for Con- 
st.antza, Rumania. 
It was likely, International New 


Service learned, l.hat Ihsull would be 
taken ashore and given the choice of 
staying in either a hotel or hospital, 
under police surveillance, pending 
the prosecutor's hearing.

BARLY OPERATIONS AID MAR­ 
KET LAMB QUALITY 
Four county wool growers' asso­ 
ciation marketed cooperatively more 
than 1,000 fat lamhs during the past 
year. Lawrence 
County 
furnished 
212 of these lambs to the terminal 
markets. Buck lambs in these ship­ 
ments cost the growers more than 
$130 in reduced payments. If these 
lambs had been castrated, as well 
as docked, this loss to the growers 
could have been prevented. 
This is the time of year when far­ 
mers start to prepare their lambs 
for market. The first step in the 
right direction includes the dock­ 
ing of all lambs and the castrating 
of all male iambs 
not 
kept 
for 
breeding purposes. Both operations 
may be performed at the same time. 
However, a large majority of the 
more careful shepherds, especially 
in the mutton-producing 
sections, 
prefer to dock the lambs when they I 
are from 6 to 2 weeks old and then i 
castrate the ram lambs 
about

SCRAPE AND BAND TREES 
STOP CODLING MOTHS 
Codling moth worms passed the 
winter under the 
rough bark 
of 
trees and in other proteced places, 
such 
as packing 
houses, 
stored 
crates, baskets or barrels that were 
used last fall during harvest, or in 
other buildings 
These 
conditions 
contribute largely to the difficulty 
of control 
by foliage 
and 
fruit 
spraying. 
Scraping the rougi bark from the 
trunks, limbs, and branches is an 
essential part of the program. The 
whole 
tree, 
including 
th ; 
top 
branches, should be scraped. Prun­ 
ing wounds or other scars should be 
cleaned out since these are ideal 
places for the warms to hide. A 
clean Job will force me first breed 
worms to seek cover elsewhere. 
Bands of burlap, 
or 
preferably 
treated bands, placed around the 
trunk after thorough scraping will 
catch as many as 90 per cent of this 
worm population. The treat«, d bands 
if freshly made will kill the worms 
and they require no further atten­ 
tion. Burlap bands, double thick­ 
ness, must be examined once a week 
to remove the worms, and those 
that are spun up on the bark under 
the bands must be taken off and 
destroyed. If this is not done there 
will be as heavy an infestation as 
though the scraping and banding 
had not been practiced. 
Banding with burlap bands can j 
be done any time after the trees 
are cleaned and it is best to get 
this done by blossoming time to be 
sure the job is completed. Since the 
first brood of worms is likely to 
start coming down by the middle of 
June the treated bands should be on 
the trees by June 1 and not later 
than June 15. The effectiveness of 
treated bands placed on the trees 
at blossoming time is being tested 
by the Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion this year.

Poor stands ob­ 
viously are responsible for heavy re­ 
ductions in yield. 
Both field frost at harvest time 
and storage freezing during the low

this spring. Many poor stands may 
be caused by this freezing injury. 
Growers having frozen potatoes in 
storage should avoid the use of not 
only those actually disintegrating,

WASHINGTON, Mar. 30.—An all- 


time record in federal public debt 
transactions will be shattered this 
fiscal year when new issues and re- 
tirements will exceed $23,000,000,000, 
it was learned at the treasury today.

000 and retirements about $8,550,- 
000,000 although owing to a slowing 
up of government expenditures due 
partly to unseasonable weather for 
jutdoor work during the late winter 
it was expected the spending pro- 
gram might fall from $1,000,000,000 
to 2,000,000,000 behind anticipated 
figures. Retirements Small. 


The total turnover of the debt will 


be even higher than during the war- 
time years of 1918 and 1919. How- 
ever, the increase in the debt, esti- 
mated at from $6,000,000,000 to $7,- 
400,000,000 was exceeded in 1918, 
when the gain was $9,479,607.000 
and in the following year with a 
boost of $13,029,281,000. In these 
years the retirements were relatively 
small. 


Faced by the staggering increase 


in the debt, treasury experts were 
laying plans for the April 15 financ- 
ing when about $1,000,000,000 in call- 
ed fourth Liberty 41-4 per cent 
bonds will be "retired. They were 
prepared to lay their decision before 
Secretary Morgenthau, who is now 
in/Georgia on a'Short vacation, so 
that announcement of the financing 
plans may be made early next week. 


Rumors Thick. 


Rumors flew thick and 'fast in the 


government bond market as to what 
form the financing would take.

Thru 
March 26 a total of $900,000,000 had 
been redeemed, the bulk of which 
were refunded into 10-12 year 41-4- 
31-4 per cent treasury bonds issued 
in exchange for the fourths last Oc- 
tober. Other holders preferred to 
retain their bonds for refunding into 
whatever securities the treasury will 
offer April 15 or convert them into 
cash.

Pennsylvania's 
highways that I have to make to 
the people of Pennsylvania. 
Since 1928 there have been 250,000 
accidents in which 11,300 persons 
were killed and 226,000 persons In­ 
jured on our highways* The prop­ 
erty damage since 1928 has totalled 
$31,000,000, an average of more than 
$5,000,000 a year. 
This is an appalling record, but 
the worst part of it is that there is 
nothing to indicate any change for 
the better. During the 
first 
two 
months of this year accident fatal­ 
ities and injuries increased about 
20 per cent over January and Feb­ 
ruary of last year. The Division of 
Safety estimates that, at the present 
rate, this year will witness 52,000 
accidents and 2,000 deaths on our 
highways. 
The State is doing everything it 
can, under the law, to make 
the 
highways safe. 
The new Financial Responsibility 
Act has placed a heavy penalty up­ 
on the habitually careless 
driver. 
This law forces the motorists who 
have had accidents to 
carry 
in­ 
surance against personal injury and 
property damage loss. Eventually, it 
is hoped, this law, together with the 
license-Controlling 
parts 
of 
the 
motor code, will rule the chronically 
dangerous driver off the highways. 
The State, through its semi-an­ 
nual compulsory inspection 
cam­ 
paigns, is also 
curbing 
accidents 
caused by defective cars. 
The rest, I believe, is up to the 
hand on the steering wheel. 
The State cannot put an end to 
the carelessness of motorists 
and 
pedestrians, which is the chief cause 
of accidents. 
.. 
The accident records kept by the 
State show that out of 100 accidents 
50 are caused by drivers who are 
guilty of no specific violation of the 
motor code but are merely thought­ 
less and careless. Ten out of 100 ac­ 
cidents are actually caused by driv 
ing on the wrong side of the road. 
Pedestrians are responsible for a 
considerable share of accidents. The 
records show that crossing between 
intersections, walking or playing in 
the street, and coming into a street 
or highway from behind a parked 
car, were the principal causes of ac­ 
cidents involving 12.645 pedestrians 
last year. Those accidents resulted 
in the death of 964 people. There is 
no excuse for such carelessness. 
If we could drive home the slogan 
adopted by the Governor s 
Com­ 
mittee on Street and Highway Safety 
last year, we would reduce highway 
accidents considerably. 
That slogan is: 
“Take Time to be Safe.” 
The time saved by all the motor­ 
ists and pedestrians who take need­ 
less chances, and get away with it, 
amounts to nothing whatever. And 
the efforts to save time that fail, 
and cause 
accidents, 
amount 
to 
totals that stagger the imagination.

Franklin D. Eoosevelt frankly dis- 
cusses the frequently raised question 
"Is there a revolution?" in the 
foreword of his book. "On Our Way", 
released Thursday by his New York 
publishers. 


"If there is a revolution," .the 


President said, "it is a peaceful 
one, achieved without.violence; with- 
out the overthrow of the purposes 


of established law and without the 
denial of just treatment to any in- 
dividual or class. 


"Some people have called our new 
policy -Fascism'. It is not Fascism 
because its inspiration springs from 
the mass of the. people themselves 
rather than a class or a group or a 
marching army. 
Moreover, it is 


being achieved without a change in 
fundamental 
Republican 
method. 


We have kept faith with and in our 
traditional political institutions. 


"Some 
people 
have 
called 
it 
'Communism'. It is not that either. 
It is not a driving regimentation 
founded upon the plans c<f a per- 
petuating directorate which subor- 
dinated the malting of laws and the 
processes of the courts to the orders 
of the executive. Neither does it 
manifest itself in the total elimina- 
tion of any class or in the abolition 
of private property."

than 30 days after award of the con- 
tract. 


In announcing that companies 


whosn contract/! were c a n c e l l e d 
would be barred from bidding:, the 
Post Office department cited exist- 
ing Hiw as follows: 


"No contract for carrying the mail 


shall be made with any person who 
has entered, or posed to enter, Into 
any combination to prevent the 
waking of any bid for carrying the 
mail, or who has mode any agrec- 
rnent. or given or performed or pro- 
mised to give or perform, any con- 
aiderntlon whatever to induce any 
other person not to bid for any 
such contract: 
And if any person 


so offending is a contract or for car- 
rying the mail, his contract may be 
annulled: and for the first offense 
the person .so offending shall be dU- 
qualilicd to contract for carrying the 
mail for five years, and for the sec- 
ond offense shall be forever disqual- 
ified."
